Wil! be watchdog' 
Concerned Citizens Committee is here to stay

Th e Concerned Citizens Committee, now a little ov er six 
weeks old, ap p ears to be h ere to stay 


Th e h astily -organized grou p grew u p alm ost sp ontaneou sly 
ou t of citizen ou trage ov er two sp ecific issu es in Sedalia — th e 
sale and u se of dru gs, esp ecially h eroin, in tlu s comm u nity , and 
a llie d links between th e dru g commu nity and th e si^alia 
Police Dep artment. Bu t, as th e grou p ’s ch airm an, Jerry 
Woodward, recently noted, th e solv ing of su ch deep -seated 
p roblems is not accomp lish ed in one or two month s. And, wh en 
and if th ese p roblems are solv ed, grou p m em bers h av e indicated 
th at th e committee will continu e as a p erm anent irstitu tion in 
Sedalia, op erating as a kind of citizen “ w atch dt^” ov er any issu e 
wh ich demands p u blic attention 


Th e committee, wh ich formed early last m onth in th e wake of 
th e 
Democrat-Cap ital's 
fou r-p art 
series, 
‘‘Th e 
Heroin 
Connection,” p resently consists of abou t 
2 0 activ e mem bers, 
alth ou gh Woodward said h e receiv es “ from th ree to fiv e calls a 
nigh t from different p ei^le Usu ally it’s ‘We’re 100 p er cent 
beh ind wh at y ou ’re try ing to do,' ” h e said. 


Alth ou gh a “ Citizen’s Concerned abou t th e Concerned 
Citizens Com mittee” was formed a few weeks ago. Woodward 
said “ I don’t know any one wh o is against u s.” Woodward said 
h e h ad nev er receiv ed any commu nication from th is second 
“ concerned” com m ittee, wh ich p laced an adv ertisem ent in Th e 
Democrat-Cap ital in su p p ort of ex -Police Ch ief William Miller .” 
Woodward’s com m ittee adv ocated th e dismissal of M iller, wh o 
was reliev ed of h is du ties Dec 19 by May or Jerry Jones “ for 
inefficient serv ice in su p erv isiong and p rov iding necessary 
leadersh ip to th e m em bers of th e p oUc'e dep artm ent” and 
becau se of “ th e loss of confidence in y ou r ability to fu nction 
efficiently by th e p u blic.” 
Woodward said h e h as h eard from some p eop le comp laints 
th at th e comm ittee is p olitically oriented He does not agree. At 
a recent meeting, h e said, h e decided to determ ine th e p olitical 
sentiments of th e Concerned G tizens Com mittee mem bers. He 
asked for a sh ow of h ands of th ose wh o considered th emselv es 
Democrats and th ose wh o called th emselv es Rep u blicans 
“It 
was ju st abou t ev en,” h e said. 
^m ilarly , an av erage com m ittee m em ber is h ard to define, 
becau se th ere seems to be no common backgrou nd Woodward 
said h e knew p ractically no one in th e grou p before it formed 
Many of th e oth er m em bers agreed. 


Dr Robert Glass, a m em ber from th e grou p ’s beginning, said 
most of h is fellow members were u nfamiliar faces 
Th e 
m em bers, h e said, are a “ cross-section of p olitical ideas ’ and 
come from “all w aits of life.” Th eir greatest common trait is 
“ commu nity betterm ent,” h e said 
W oodward, wh o owns an au to salv age y ard, term ed "6 0 p er 
c-ent” of th e grou p 's m em bers as “ u p p er-class,” bu t N J 
Anderson, a retired Team ster's Union emp loy e and a member 
of th e grou p , p ointed ou t th at “ we’re p retty well rep resented by 
ev ery walk of life ” Th e grou p inclu des doctors, retirees, at least 
one tru ck driv er, h ou sewiv es, an accou ntant and bu sinessmen, 
h e said 
Desp ite its destinct anti-p olitical attitu de, th e comm ittee 
members h av e discu ssed on at least one occasion endorsing a 
candidate or candidates in Ap ril’s city cou ncil election 
Woodward said, h owev er, th at no decision h as been made as 
y et 
Finances h av e y et to be a p roblem for th e comm ittee. 
Woodward said Th e com m ittee h as receiv ed from $12 0 0 to 
$1200, mostly in small donations, since th e grou p formed Most 
of th e money h as gone for bu y ing adv ertisem ents in th e 
newsp ap er, h e said. Th e com m ittee ch arges no du es, h e added 
Woodward p ointed ou t th at h is com m ittee was well-su p p orted 


by Sedalians As an ex am p le, h e said h e went to a store recently 
and met on th e street a woman, in h er 3 0s or 4 0s, wh o worked at 
a “ Main Street bar.” He said sh e came u p to h im and asked, 
“ Are y ou Jerry Woodward ’ “ Yes I am . ” h e rep lied "I really 
ap p reciate wh at y ou 're doing,” sh e told h im, p u tting two dollar 
bills in h is h and 


Th e com m ittee, wh ich meets th e first and th ird Tu esday s of 
each month at th e Farm and Home Bu ilding, h as become 
“ mu ch better organized,” Glass said Th e grou p ts comp osed of 
fou r su bcommittees dealing with law enforcem ent, sctraote and 
edu cation, city gov ernment and p u blicity A fifth grou p entitled 
th e “ y ou th com m ittee” was also recently e stab lish ^ , y ou th 
committee m em ber Tony Ly nn said 


Th e p u rp ose of th e su bcommittees is to gath er information in 
th eir sp ecific areas and th en rep ort back to th e main grou p , 
Woodward said For ex amp le, Anderson and Ken Kennedy , 
members of th e law enforcement com m ittee, h av e interv iewed 
Pettis Cou nty Sh eriff Em m ett Fairfax , ex -Intenm Police Ch ief 
Gary Dey and Pettis Cou nty Prosecu ting Attorney Gary 
Fleming to determ ine th eir ideas on cu rrent p roblems and h av e 
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Lebanon' s leader 
reassumes position

leader R ash id K aram i agreed Satu rday 
to reassu m e th e p rem iersh ip of war- 
rav aged Lebanon as figh ting tap ered off 
u nder a Sy rian-sp on.sored cease-fire. 
He called on h is cou ntry m en to “forget 
all ou r p ain and su ffering, th e tragedy of 
th e p ast and look to th e fu tu re to bu ild a 
new Lebanon” 
Th e u neasy tru c'e was m arred by a bat­ 
tle betw een M oslem and C h ristian 
m ilitiam en in adjoining neigh borh oods 
th at left 20 dead and .36 wou nded, p olice 
rep orted 
Th ey also said 
th at Sov iet-eq u ip p ed 
soldiers of th e Pale.stine L iberation 
Army wh o are enforcing th e cease-fire in 
B eiru t's Moslem section sh ot and killed 
sev en arm ed men wh en th ey refased to 
di.smantJe two .street barricades 
K aram i annou nced in a radio broad­ 
cast th at h e h ad w ith draw n h is week-long 
resignation and u rged all Ix îbanese to 
“forget all ou r p ain and su ffering, th e 
tragedy of th e p ast and look to th e fu tu re 
to bu ild a new Lebanon 
"All doors h av e been reop ened anew 


and th ere is great h op e for reach ing a 
solu tion,” h e said 
His op tim ism was based on th e latest. 
Sy rian-sp onsored cease-fire and p eace 
p lan th at w as accep ted Th u rsday by th e 
w arring factions as troop s of th e Sy rian- 
based Palestinian Liberation Army ad­ 
v anced on Beiru t 
Sev eral h ou rs before K aram i sp oke, a 
bu llet stru ck th e c a r in wh ich h e w as rid­ 
ing with Sy rian F’oreign M inister Abdu l 
Kh alim H addam . a p olice sp okesm an 
said. He added th ere w ere no inju ries 
and it w as u nknown wh o fired th e sh ot. 
K aram i and H addam w ere retu rning 
to B eiru t after v isiting a M oslem re ­ 
ligiou s leader in a su bu rb sou th of th e 
cap ital. 
Th e p olice sp okesm an also said th at 
arm ed looters h ad ransacked and th en 
set fire to th e seaside m ansion of Interior 
M inister Cam ile Ch am ou n. wh o h eads 
th e C h ristian N ational Liberal p arty . 
Ch am ou n w as ev acu ated from h is v illa in 
Saadiy et. 14 m iles sou th of Beiru t, wh ile 
it w as u nder siege by Moslem gu nm en in 
midweek. 


Israeli officials in Tel Av iv were w ary 
of th e cease-fire. Th ey said th ey feared 
th e Sy rian p resence in Lebanon cou ld 
tu rn into a "creep ing takeov er.” 
K aram i resu m ed p ower as a joint 
S y ria n-L e b a ne s e -P a le s tinia n tru c e 
su p erv ision com m ission went into action 
for th e first tim e, to end a seriou s v io­ 
lation of th e cease-fire in Beiru t 
Th e' clash in th e battle-scarred streets 
of th e a d joining neigh b orh ood s of 
M oslem Ch iy ah and Q iristian Ein Ru m- 
m aneh left at least 20 dead and 3 6 
wou nded, bringing th e death toll in nine 
m onth s of civ il w ar to m ore th an 9 .000 


K aram i m ade h is annou ncem ent after 
sep arate m eetings with C h ristian P resi­ 
dent Su leim an F ranjieh and M oslem. 
Sy rian and P alestinian leaders. 


He said h is six -m an cabinet wou ld con­ 
tinu e in office tem p orarily p ending th e 
form ation of a new gov ernm ent to in­ 
clu de all p arties. U nder th e Sy rian- 
sp onsored tru ce, th e M oslem m ajority is 
to receiv e a bigger .sh are of econom ic 
and p olitical p ow er in Lebanon.

M om ents later. $10.6 9 0 w as gone from 
th e bank’s cash draw ers, two by standers 
w ere sh ot and P atricia Camp bell H earst 
h ad taken th e first .step s tow ard becom ­ 
ing th e central figu re in wh at one of h er 
law y ers h as called “th e trial of th e cen­ 
tu ry ” 


Th e ev ents and p res.su res th at carried 
M iss H earst. th e v ictim of th e nation’s 
first p olitical kidnap ing, into th e bank 
th at Ap ril day will be at th e core of th e 
federal trial th at is to begin Tu esday . 


Soon to tu rn 22. sh e is ch arged with 
arm ed bank robbery and ase of a firearm 
to com m it a felony . If conv icted, th e 


h eire.ss to a new sp ap er fortu ne faces a 
m ax im u m sentence of 25 y ears in p rison 
and a $ 10 .0 0 0 fine on th e first cou nt and 
10 
y ears in p rison on th e .second. 
P atricia H earst is th e only su rv iv ing 
m em ber of th e fiv e-p erson h oldu p team 
th at w itnesses say stru ck th e Su nset 
branch of th e H ibernia Bank on Ap ril 15. 
19 74. Th e oth er fou r died in a sh ootou t 
with p olice a m onth later in Los Angeles. 


F rom th e beginning. M iss H earst ap ­ 
p eared cast as th e leading p lay er in th e 
carefu lly orch estrated robbery , intended 
to be p erh ap s th e finest h ou r for a ragtag 
band of rev olu tionaries — th e Sy m- 
bionese Liberation Arm y — th at h ad kid­ 
nap ed h e ron Feb. 4 .19 7 4 . 


Two m onth s afte r h er kidnap ing. Miss 
H earst annou nced sh e w as joining th e 
SLA. Sh e took th e nam e of Tania, a fter a 
m istre ss of slain rev olu tionary Ch e 
G u ev ara, a s th e SLA declared w ar on 
"corp orate enem ies of th e p eop le. ” 


H er p arents said th eir dau gh ter was 
being coerced. As if in answ er, th e SLA 
p icked a q u iet neigh borh ood bank for its 
effort to p rov e th at sh e w as indeed a con­ 
v ert. 
"Sh e let it be known th at sh e m eant 
bu siness. Sh e h ad a gu n and looked ready 
to u se it.” recalled bank gu ard Edw ard 
Sh ea. 
Until th a t m om ent. P atricia H earst 
h ad been a kidnap v ictim . Now. sh e w as 
a fu gitiv e, sou gh t a s a m aterial witness 
to th e h oldu p . L ess th an two m onth s 
later, sh e w as indicted on th e federal 
bank robbery ch arges.

M iss H earst’s p articip ation in th e rob­ 
bery is not disp u ted.

MADRID. Sp ain (AP) — A treaty ex ­ 
tending A m erican u se of fou r m ilitary 
bases on Sp anish soil bu t w ith draw ing 10 
U S. m issile-firing su b m arines from 
th eir Sp anish p ort was signed Satu rday 
by S ecretary of S tate Henry A Kis.singer 
and Foreign M inister Jo.se M aria de 
Areilza 
U.S. officials, wh ile insisting th e agree­ 
m ent is not a com m itm ent to defend 
Sp ain, acknow ledged th at it brings th e 
two cou ntries closer togeth er as well as 
edging Sp ain tow ard th e North Atlantic 
T reaty O rganization. 
In case of attack against th e West, th e 
agreem ent .said, th e United States and 
Sp ain will h old “ u rgent consu ltations.” 
Also, th ere will be a com bined m ilitary 
staff for p lanning p u rp oses and a U.S.- 
Sp anish cou ncil ch aired by Ki.ssinger and 
Areilza 


Th e treaty , signed in a nationally 
tele v ised c erem ony a t th e Sp anish 
Foreign M inistry , will be su bm itted to 
th e U.S. Senate for ratification. It needs 
a tw o-th irds v ote for ap p rov al. 


F or th e u .se of th e bases for fiv e m ore 
y ears, th e United States will giv e Sp ain 


$1 2 2 billion in m ilitary and econom ic aid 
a nd 
m e e t S p a nis h d e m a nd s for 
w ith draw al of th e nu clear su bm arines 
from Rota, a nav al base near Cadiz in 
sou th ern Sp ain. 


U.S. officials said th ey cou ld m eet th at 
dem and becau se th e Polaris su bm arines 
in th e A m erican fleet will be rep laced by 
longer-range T ridents beginning in 19 79 . 
Th e 10 P olaris su bm arines are to be 
with drawTi betw een Janu ary and Ju ne of 
th at y ear 


"Sp ain, wh ich h as contribu ted so m u ch 
to th e W estern civ ilization." Kissinger 
said, "mu .st in ou r v iew be an integral 
p art of all W estern relationsh ip s” 


Th e United States h as backed Sp ain for 
NATO m em bersh ip , bu t m ost of th e 
W estern F^u rop ean dem ocracies op p osed 
th e driv e du ring th e au th oritarian era of 
th e late Gen. FTancisco Franco. Th e 
agreem ent, signed with th e new gov - 


em m ent of King Ju an Carlos, "bnngs 
Sp ain closer to NATO, certainly in a 
p sy ch ological sense.” said a key U.S of­ 
ficial. 


Howev er, h e em p h asized th at u nlike 
U S agreem ents with NATO, th e United 
States w as not com m itted to Sp ain’s de­ 
fense. 


Th is official also said th e ‘tre a ty of 
friendsh ip and coop eration” does not 
gu arantee U S. u se of th e bases for sh ip ­ 
p ing eq u ip m ent to Israel in ev ent of 
anoth er M iddle E ^st w ar Th e issu e did 
not com e u p in negotiations, h e said.

Fighting 


the war 


with Jones 


By BRYAN PARKER 
I was only 14 when the war 
started. 1 was in the general 
store when I heard that 10 days 
ago the first sea battle of the 
Revolution had taken place of 
Machias, Maine, between two 
small vessels commanded by 
Jerimiah 
O’Brien 
and 
the 
British war cutter Margaretta 
I had just gotten in with John 
Paul Jones on the cruiser 
Providence, when on the 1st of 
September, we sighted 
the 
Solebay, an English frigate Mr. 
Jones ordered us to out on full 
sail and retreat. After bril­ 
liant maneuvers, we managed 
to escape. 
Later, I learned that May 7, 
1777, the American cruiser 
Surprise captured the Prince of 
Orange, an English packet ship 
in the English Channel. 
In 1778, I was still with Mr 
Jones but we had changed 
ships. Now we were on the 18 
gun cruise Ranger. It was also 
that year I learned that the first 
submarine boat ever invented, 
had tried and failed to sink or 
damage the English frigate 
Cerberus. It was the same April 
when we ran into the Drake. We 
captured it after about one hour 
of fighting 
I will always remember that 
Sept. 23, 1979, all my life. We 
had changed ships again. We 
were now on the Bonhomme 
Richard, when the English sent

the Serapis off Eastern England 
to intercept us. When they got 
into 
range, 
they 
fired 
a 
broadside. Mr. Jones ordered 
us to fire. There was an 
explosion but no broadside. Ten 
of our biggest cannons had 
blown up. But Mr. Jones calmly 
said, “ Back to your stations 
men!” The ships were tied 
together during most of the 
battle. The English captain 
shouted, “ Do you surrender?’’ 
Mr. Jones replied, “ Sirs, I have 
not yet begun to fight! ” Finally, 
the 
English captain hauled 
down 
his 
colors. 
The 
Bonhomme Richard sank later. 
It was a terrific battle! The 
Serapis was the largest English 
naval ship. 
When we got back to Boston, 
we learned that the last battle 
of the Revolution had been 
fought 
b e t w e e n 
the 
Pennsylvania 
State 
cruiser 
Ryder Alley and the English 
cruiser General Monk on April 
8,1782, off Cape May Roads 
We also learned, that in all, 
our force had captured or 
destroyed 202 English warships 
In all there were 800 vessels 
taken from the Engbsh.

The 365 persons now employed at the 
local McGraw-E/dison Co. manufacturing 
plant, 305 North State Fair Boulevard, is 
about 100 more than had been originally 
projected, personnel director Jerry Jones 
said recently. 
An addition 15 employes work in tte 
company warehouse imiriediately north (rf 
the plant. This figure may increase to 
around 20 this year if business conditions 
prove favorable, it was reported. 
Roland 
^ringstroh, 
company 
vice 
president 
of 
the 
portable 
tool and 
appliance group, said the employe increase 
was created “ because we are moving up 
our 
schedule 
in 
transferring 
our 
Warrensburg (111.) plant to Sedalia." 


Jones said that between 75 to 100 more 


workers will be added by around June 1 as 
the transferral process is completed. By 
that time, he said, the total work force in 
the plant should approach 450 employes. 
Manufacturir^ operations at the plant, 
Springstroh said, “ are not yet up to our 
expectations" primarily because of a 
difficulty in maintaining motor-building 
machinery which, he said, “ needs constant 
adjustment and fine tuning.” 
Presently, he explained, manufacturers’ 
rq>resentatives and trained maintenance 
personnel from other McGraw-Eldison 
plants are monitoring the ^uipment. 
However, Springstroh noted, it is often 
difficult to have an effective maintenanc-e 
crew under such conditions. 
'The n<HTnal procedure when a new plant 
is located, ^ringstroh said, is to have local 
employes work with skilled maintenance 
men in order to eventually create a corps (rf 
trained local service men. Until an 
V, 


effective team of SedaUa servicemen can 
be trained, manufacturing operations will 
probably be somewhat slower, Springstroh 
stated. 
'The company announced Nov. 20,1974, it 
would locate in the building vacated earlier 
that year by the Permaneer Corp. On July 
30, 1975, it was announced that the firm 
would also transfer its Warrensburg, 111., 
electnc tool production operation to 
Sedalia. This move was triggered by action 
taken by the recently-formed Sedalia Area 
Development Corp. (SADC), a group of 
local financial leaders and businessmen. 


'The SADC secured financing for a 
6690,000 warehouse by arranging for a

Permanent financing of the project was 
provided by the Sedalia Mercantile Bank 
and Trust Co., Missouri State Bank and 
Third National Bank.

One 
of 
the 
first 
things 
Sedalia’s 
new 
Parks 
and 
Re cre a tio n 
D epartm ent 
superintendent did when he 
took office Dec 1 last year was 
to help secure $20.000 worth of 
federal matching money to help 
buy land for a new city park 
Roscoe Righter had been 
Recreation Director for about 
24 years when he assumed the 
additional 
responsibilities 
of 
former Parks Director Jack 
Couts, who resigned to take a 
job in another city 
At 26, 
Righter is 
working 
on 
his 
Master's thesis in order to 
complete requirements for a 
degree in recreation and park 
administration 
from 
the 
University 
of 
Missouri. 
Columbia 
Righter 
said 
his 
job 
is 


challenging but added that he is 
enthusiastic and serious about 
his new responsibiliües. "It's 
quite a bit more work than 
before," he said “ It's new and 
I'm still learning " Along with 
youth, Righter seems to be 
bringir^ in fresh ideas, many of 
which are evident in his plans 
for the new park 
The park land, triangular in 
shape, is about 17'

WASHINGTON - The late J 
Edgar 
Hoov er was an incu rable cu rmu dgeon, 
conserv ativ e in his way s, narrow in his 
ou tlook , who fiercely believ ed the words 
“My cou ntry , right or wrong. ’ ’ 


He u sed his enormou s power as director 
of the FBI to u phold his v iewpoints The 
least opposition, by his lights, bordered on 
treason. 


In the name of patriotism , he brou ght a 
tou ch of totalitarianism to the United 
States 
It is 
im portant, therefore, to 
u nderstand how he operated 


This is the reason we hav e been dwelling 
on his record. In past colu mns, we hav e 
reported 
how 
he 
collected 
potential 
black mail on prominent Americaas, how 
he u sed his files to intim idate ou r elected 
leaders, how he destroy ed with whispers 
those who crossed him. 


All the while, he posed as the cru sader 
against pu blic enemies. Commu nist spies 
and other forces of ev il. In his latter y ears, 
he dev oted most of his energies to spy 
chasing. 


He concentrated u pon the Commu nist 
Party , USA — a collection of crank s who 
mimick ed Moscow and shook their fists at 
Washington. Howev er, they were poor 
spies, who made little attem pt to disgu ise 
their activ ities bu t, on the contrary , tried to 
attract the spotlight. 


The professionals, who did the real 
spy ing, av oided the spotlight. They stay ed 
carefu lly in the shadows, k eeping as 
inconspicu ou s as possible. 


Meanwhile, the Commu nist Party was 
easy to infiltrate, and the card-carry ing 
Commu nists were easy to identify . So 
Hoov er bu ilt u p the party as a national 
m e na c e , 
w h ich 
th e 
F B I 
cou ld 
triu m phantly , if conv eniently , ex pose 


The more Hoov er attack ed the party 
fanatics, the more the real spies mu st hav e 
secretly smiled. Cou nter-Espionage ex perts 


hav e told u s bitterly that Hoov er assigned 
hu ndreds of agents to inv estigate the noisy 
fanatic's while the real spies were left 
u ndetected. 


The 
old 
FBI bu lldog, according to 
form er associates, was more interested in 
appearances than in resu lts. His agents had 
spent fiv e y ears, for ex ample, planting a 
cou nterspy u pon the Czechs It was one of 
the FB I’s major su ccesses in penetrating a 
sophisticated spy ring 


The Czechs came to tru st the cou nterspy , 
who planted a microphone for them behind 
a book case in the State D epartm ent’s 
Czechoslov ak ian Affairs office. This gav e 
the U. S. a u niqu e opportu nity to feed 
phony information into the microphone 
and, thereby , to confu se the Sov iet blo<' 
with plau sible bu t false facts, figu res and 
names. 


Yet Hoov er was so delighted ov er a 
legitimate espionage su ccess that, for the 
sak e of two day s of fav orable pu blicity , he 
boasted to the press abou t the Czech 
eav esdropping 
and 
blew 
the 
whole 
operation. 


Instead of the confu sion that cou ld hav e 
been spread, Hoov er got two lower-lev el 
Czech diplomats k ick ed ou t of the cou ntry . 
The agents who work ed fiv e y ears on the 
case still gru mble ov er the disaster 


Hoov er’s concern abou t appearances 
went so far that he insisted his su rv eillance 
teams not only shou ld u se standard sedans 
bu t shou ld k eep them washed. The FBI 
sedans soon became so recognizable that 
the G-men may as well hav e been driv ing 
painted police cars.

begged 
Washington to let them rent some old 
tax icabs that wou ld look less su spiciou s. 
Bu t Hoov er told an aide angrily : “ I won’t 
approv e any u se of tax icabs.” 


As a resu lt, the spies qu ick ly detected the 
spic-and-span 
sedans 
following 
them 


arou nd, and the su iw illance had to be 
dropped 
It was Hoov er’s fix ation on 
cleanliness, complained one agent, that 
made the FBI cars ev en more obv iou s. 


“ To hell with the spies!” bellowed the 
agent. “ I’m gonna wash my car I can’t get 
in trou ble if I bu ngle a case, bu t I can get 
fired if I don’t wash my (ex pletiv e deleted) 
car!” 


To sav e money . Hoov er also u sed ju nk y j 
antiqu ated 
su rv eillance dev ices, which' 
were adequ ate enou gh to fool the party 
regu lars bu t were easily detected by the 
professi ona I spies. 


A Sov iet-bloc spy , for ex am ple, qu ick ly 
discov ered a bi^ that the FBI had planted 
in his office. U. S. cou nterspies learned 
that he took it to his bosses who lau ghed 
u proariou sly at its antiqu e constru ction. 
They conclu ded that it mu st hav e been 
planted by some am ateu r local police, 
becau se they assu med erroneou sly that the 
F'BI 
w ou ldn’t 
u se 
su ch 
obsolete 
equ ipment. 


Another tim e, agents managed to attach 
a magnetic beeper to a spy ’s car so they 
cou ld follow at a distance. Bu t the signal 
faded, and they lost the car. An old dev ice 
had been u sed becau se the FBI was too 
cht'ap to bu y m odern homing dev ices 
which cou ld be slipped into the gasoline 
tank . 


The F'BI’s most famou s spy case was the 
arrest of Sov iet agent Ru dolf Abel in New 
York City . While FBI agents did some 
ex cellent su rv eillance work , the case was 
really brok en when a m em ber of Abel’s 
ring simply walk ed into a U . S. intelligence 
office and spilled the beans on Abel’s 
operation. 


F'rom ou r own ex am ination of the F'BI’s 
cou nterintelligence work , which is now 
u nder stu dy also by both the Senate and 
Hou se, we are conv inced that it shou ld be 
split 
off 
from 
the 
rou tine 
criminal 
inv estigations.

The most recent figu res we hav e are for 
19 74, and these admittedly are incomplete. 
From one-third to on€ ^half of all seriou s 
crime nev er is reported to the police or to 
the FBI. The figu res long ago ceased to 
shock — we are nu m b'to crime statistics — 
bu t they cry ou t for legislativ e action. 


Seriou s crime in 1974 was 18 per cent 
greater than in 1973 The stu nning increase 
was from 8 .6 million su ch crimes in 1973 
to 102 million in 1974 The increase was 
bad enou gh in major cities — u p 12 per 
cent — bu t the increase in su bu rbs and 
ru ral areas was still worse: u p 20 per cent 
The pattern is sick ening Since 1%9 , the 
nu mber of persons u nder 18 arrested for 
crime has grown by 16 per cent Ten per 


cent of those arrested in 1974 for v iolent 
crime were female, and a fou rth of these 
were girls of 17 or y ou iiger. 


Enou gh 
Ou r cou ntry is plagu ed by 
crim e, infested with crim e, and in some 
neighborhoods terrorized by crime. The 
pr(^lem is ov erwhelmingly a problem for 
the states and localities to deal with, bu t 
they liav e dealt with it poorly Mr Fiord’s 
recommendations necessarily deal with 
federal 
offenses 
and 
federal 
law 
enforcem ent, 
bu t 
his 
tou gh approach 
shou ld 
prov ide

ju risdictions 


The President starts with the grim tru th 
that most crime goes u npu nished F’ewer 
than half the crimes of v iolence,and only 18 
per cent of the crimes against property ,are 
cleared by arrest. Those who are arrested 
seldom are tried or conv icted on the 
charges originally brou ght against them; 
those fou nd gu ilty seldom stay behind bars 
for long At ev ery point there is a watering

down: plea bargairu ng, probation, early 
parole, su spended senences. 


The machinery of ju stice simply is 
inadequ ate to cope with the v olu me of 
crime.

Is there a conflict between the

concept of preserving one's eth­ 
nic identity? How does yom 
ethnic background make you 
and America stronger? 


REP. FRANK ANNUNZIO 
(Illinois) 


On Capitol Hill, they call Frank 
Annunzio "Mr. Ethnic." One of 
his crusades, the legalizing of 
Columbus Day as a national holi­ 
day, oecame part of an omnibus 
bill on legal holidays. 


I grew up interested in ethnic 
problems. 
.My 
father was a 
tradesman. I worked my way 
th r o u g h n ig h t sc h o o l a n d 
earned a master's degree in ed­ 
ucation at DePaul University 
in Chicago. Like all children 
growing up in a large city, 1 had 
Irish, Jewish and black neigh­ 
bors—and 1 had my share of 
fights. They'd call me "dago" 
or "vvop’’—and I’d slug them. 
All ethnic groups have had to 
battle slurs. 
G r o w in g up in a m ixed 
neighborhood has made me a 
very strong American. We wore 
a close-knit family. A deeply re­ 
ligious family. We commingled 
all the American and Italian 
holidays and customs, and I still 
do the same today. As a matter 
of fact, every Sunday I become 
an Italian cook and make all 
the recipes my m other brought 
over from the old country— 
braciola, flank steak in parsley 
and garlic, meat balls, spare

ribs in sauce, spaghetti. 
Now we have enriched the 
family with a little Irish blood. 
O n e d a u g h te r m a r r i e d an 
O'Donnell. But I'm happy to 
say last Columbus Day parade 
f o u n d th e little O ’D o n n e ll 
grandchildren marching right 
along with their Italian cousins. 
That's my idea of America as it 
should be! 


SEN. ABRAHAM 
RIBICOFF (Connecticut) 


Sen. Ribicoff was the first Jew 
to be elected governor of a New 
England state. 


Preserving 
the 
melting-pot 
approach is a matter much on 
my mind lately. I worry that 
this philosophy may be endan­ 
gered by those who now stress 
isolation of cultures. 
As the son of Jewish emi­ 
grants from Poland. 1 am al­ 
w ays a w a r e of my e th n ic 
background. I was fortunate to 
grow up in the small-town at­ 
m o s p h e r e o f N ew B rita in , 
Conn. As a boy, I was subject 
to religious slurs, but these in­ 
stances were rare and had no 
lasting impact. W hat did leave 
a lasting impression was the 
belief of my parents that you 
will be accepted for what you 
are. regardless of background. 
My friends came lirom all 
e th n ic a n d r e lig io u s b a c k ­ 
grounds. I went lo their homes 
at Christmas. They came to 


mine at Chanukah. 
During my first gubernatorial 
race. I faced anti-Semitic smear 
tactics. I decided to confront 
them. I said, "Anybody, regard­ 
less of race, creed or color, has 
the right to aspire to public 
o ffic e . It is n o t im p o r t a n t 
whether I win or lose. The im ­ 
portant thing is I'm not here to 
repudiate the American dream, 
and I know that the American 
dream can come true.” I won 
the race. 


REP. YVONNE BRATH- 
WAITE BURKE 
(California) 


Mrs, Burke is the first black wo­ 
man ever elected to the House 
from California. 


As a child, I don't suppose 1 
sulfercd any more than any 
other black children in the Los 
,\ngcles area. But, I did become 
aware that I was expected to fit 
a certain mold. W hen i was 10. 
I was admitted to a special 
school where 1 was the only 
black. I was subject to a lot of 
personal abuse, l.ater I went to 
a high school that was only 10 
percent black. To prevent my 
being classified again. I became 
very much involved in student 
activities. 1 was vice president 
of the student body and gradu­ 
ated with honors. 
In a v\ay, I feel that my back­ 
ground has given me an advan­ 
tage. The drawbacks normally 


associated with being black and 
being a woman only challenge 
me to overcome them. This has 
made me a stronger person, and 
I feel that if other minority 
groups w'ould take the same 
attitude, it would add to our 
country's strength. 


SEN. JAMES 
ABOUREZK 
(South Dakota) 


The only Arab ethnic m Con­ 
gress. Sen. Abourezk has cham­ 
pioned another minority group— 
the American Indians. 


I know about bigotry. As a 
kid, 1 was called a Jew by class­ 
mates who knew 1 was som e­ 
how ditferent but didn't know 
what that difference was. It 
only makes me feel closer to my 
Jewish colleague,Abe Ribicoff, 
who 
must 
have 
experienced 
something of this cat-calling. 
Even so, I still think our dif­ 
ferent ethnic backgrounds are a 
good thing for America. N o n ­ 
c o n fo rm ity m akes a n y th in g 
stronger. With a divergence of 
ideas, one is bound to come up 
with a better result. 
Why my interest in Indians? 
Well, they've always been a 
special ethnic group for me. 1 
was born on the Rosebud Res­ 
ervation. My father had immi­ 
grated to the U.S. from Leba­ 
non, and he was a pack peddler 
in that area, carrying a heavy 
load as he went from house to 


house with his wares. Success 
for him was saving enough 
money to buy a horse. Even­ 
tually, he saved enough to start 
a store. He was one of the few 
white men who didn’t exploit 
the Indians. In fact, during the 
G reat 
Depression, 
he 
never 
turned down a grocery order, 
even when he knew he would 
never be repaid. It brings tears 
to my eyes to remember how, 
when he died, the Indians lined 
the streets and m ourned w ith us. 
I d on’t w'ant the good things 
of the Indian way of life to dis­ 
appear, just as I don't want the 
good things of my own Leba­ 
nese background to fade from 
memory. T o keep my owrr heri­ 
tage alive, I speak a little Ara­ 
bic and I have taken two of 
my three children to Lebanon 
with me. Both stayed on with 
relatives and came back with 
new pride in their ethnic heri­ 


tage. 


SEN. EDMUND S. 
MUSKIE (Maine) 


Sen. 
Muskie 
was 
Democratic 
nominee for Vice President in 
1968. 


With only three Polish fami­ 
lies m my hometown of Rum- 
ford. Me., I was distinctly in a 
minority. I can still remember 
the sting of such ethnic refer­ 
ences as "Polack. " 1 also re­ 
member the burning crosses ot 
the Ku Klux Klan. 
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My father gave me important advice. He told 
me to be proud of my strong Polish background 
but to think of myself as an American first. He 
was a tailor named Stephen Marciszewski, who 
came to America when he was 20. The reason 
he came was that his father was determined that 
he grow up in a free society. 
1 here is no conllict between America's "m elt­ 
ing pot" tradition and the preservation of my 
ethnic identity. The "melting pot" distills the best 
traditions into something distinctly .American. 
In my family tt)da\. we still talk about the 
customs and traditions of my parents because I

hen representatives of the 
National 
Football 
League 
teams meet next week for 
the annual draft of college 
players, they will be able to select from 
the finest group of senior running backs 
to come along in recent memory. This is 
the expert opinion of F.a m il y W e e k l y ' s 
“ Harry Cartwright,” code name of one 
of the top professional football scouts in 
the country. This is the third year Cart­ 
wright has analyzed the upcoming pro 
draft for F a m il y W e e k l y . His report is 
based on material he himself compiles 
and disseminates to many general mana­ 
gers and coaches in the N FL. 
[Note: Two new teams-the Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers and the Seattle Sea- 
hawks-will compete for the first time in 
the fall of 1976. The first choice of any 
player in the country will be awarded to 
whichever of these two teams wins a 
coin flip.] 
There is so much running back talent 
available, says Cartwright, that if every 
one of the 28 N F L teams wanted to 
make its first choice a running back, 
there would still be plenty of high-quality 
performers leftover. 
The player mentioned most promi­ 
nently is California's sensational Chuck 
Muncie. He was second to Archie Griffin

in the Heisman Trophy voting, but his 
performance has greatly impressed pro 
scouts. A 6-foot-3, 220-pound power­ 
house, "Muncie has the speed to run out­ 
side, the legs to run inside, the ability to 
throw and catch passes, and he also 
blocks well,” says Cartwright. "H e’s a 
terrific back. About the only area he

needs to work on is strengthening his 
upper body, and a summer of working 
with weights should do that.” 
Muncie, who wears eyeglasses on the 
field, ran for 1,460 yards and a national 
high of 13 rushing touchdowns last fall. 
He averaged 6.4 yards per carry. 
Next on the list are Ohio State's 
Archie Griffin and Oklahoma’s Joe 
Washington. Griffin, the only two-time 
Heisman winner in history, closed out a 
sensational undergraduate career as the 
only major-college back ever to carry the 
ball more than 5.000 yards. But some 
people are saying Griffin may be too 
small to grind out big yardage in the pros 
(he’s 5-9 and 180 pounds). They're say­ 
ing the same thing about Washington, 
who's an inch taller and the same weight. 


Cartwright has another view: "Look at 
what the so-called little men have been

doing in the pros the past couple of years 
-guys like Terry iVletcalf of St. Louis 
and Greg Pruitt of Cleveland. Griffin 
and Washington will be picked in the first 
round because they're both super backs. 
Small as he is, Griffin can still run inside 
because he's so powerful. Washington 


has more speed and will be valuable to 
any team that selects him as a kick-return 
specialist as well as a regular running 
back.” 
The list doesn't end there. Other top­ 
flight runners include Sonny Collins, 
Kentucky, 6-0, 190; Ike Forte, Arkansas, 
6-0, 200, Bubba Bean, Texas A&M, 6-0, 
194; Wayne Morris, Southern Metho­ 
dist, 6-0, 195; Mike Pruitt, Purdue, 6-0, 
206; and Jimmy DuBose, Florida, 6-1, 
218. DuBose played fullback for the 
Gators, but he’ll likely be a halfback in 
the pros. He averaged 6.8 yards per

carry to lead the nation in 1975, and is 
exceptionally quick as well as being a 
good blocker. 
For teams seeking power-running full­ 
backs, there’s Tony Galbreath of Mis­ 
souri, 6-1, 230, who was sidelined part 
of 1975 with an ankle injury, but who is 
a punishing runner and strong blocker 
when healthy; and Jim Jensen, Iowa, 
6-5, 233, who has excellent speed for a 
man his size and who also blocks well. 
Perhaps the most unheralded of all the 
top senior running backs is Herb Lusk, 
who very quietly rolled up 1,596 yards 
on the ground for Long Beach State this 
past season. A 6-foot-1, 195-pounder. 
Lusk finished second in the national rush­ 
ing statistics to Southern California's 
brilliant junior, Ricky Bell, who won't be 
eligible for the N F L draft until next year. 
Although several running backs prob- 
abjy will be chosen on the first round, 
the honor of being the first player chosen 
in the draft may fall to a defensive line­ 
man.

Ranking closely behind this trio are 
Oewey Selmon, Leroy’s brother, at 
Oklahoma, and Ben Williams of Mis­ 
sissippi.

I he senior class of quarterbacks, wide 
receivers and defensive backs is short on 
top-level talent, says Cartwright. This 
was true last year, too. when California’s 
Steve Bartkowski was the only quarter­ 
back selected on the first round. Best bet 
among quarterbacks to be called on the 
first round this time is Craig Penrose 
of San Diego State, 6-3, 200, who topped 
the nation with 18 completions per game 
in 1975. Gene Swick, 6-2, 188, from 
Toledo, closed out his collegiate career 
as the all-time leader in total offense 
yards with 8,074, and also could be a 
high draft pick. 
The two best senior wide receivers in 
the country might both have played at 
Oklahoma in 1975. Cartwright expects 
that both Tinker Owens, 5-11, 170, and 
Billy Brooks, 6-3, 200, will go early in 
the draft. Neither man finished among 
the national leaders since the Sooners 
employ a run-oriented offense, but both 
Owens and Brooks are blessed with 
breakaway speed and excellent moves.

ANSWERS 


1. False. Psychological studies show 
that children derive many benefits from 
fantasy. For example, it has been found 
that while “boys who are low in imag­ 
inative play tend to be more aggressive, 
those skilled in fantasy seem to reduce 
their feelings of aggression through 
fantasizing.” It's also noted that the 
greater a child's ability to fantasize, the 
longer he is content to wait for some­ 
thing his parents feel he is not yet 
ready for. 
2. False. A team of behavior specialists, 
impressed by the popularity and persis­ 
tence of the stork fable, conclude from 
their studies that the fable is an “artful 
condensation of a host of human con­ 
flicts, attitudes and aspirations.” It is 
doubtful, they say, that scientific ex­ 
planations can adequately replace the 
stork fable to the small child's satisfac­ 
tion and, in fact, our scientific e.xplatui- 
tions are likely to be just as suspect in 
the child's mind as the stork fable ever 
was. 
3. True. Psychiatric studies have dem­ 
onstrated that some parents find subtle 
ways to encourage their children toward 


delinquent behavior, which they them­ 
selves would secretly like to indulge in, 
but fear to because of social censure. 
(Their attitude is: If a child does it, 
that's something else again.) This is 
particularly true when parents tend to 
live vicariously through their offspring. 
4. True. In a psychological study con­ 
ducted at England’s 
University of 
Southampton, children, age five to 11, 
were observed crossing a road a total 
of 405 times. The crossing behavior 
was analyzed, and each child placed in 
one of three categories: “safe road 
crossers,” 
“careless" 
and 
“unsafe.” 
Each child was then given a standard 
personality test. The results showed 
that the “safe” children were the most 
calm and relaxed, the most contented 
with their lot. The “unsafe" and the 
“careless" children were the most excit­ 
able and demanding, the most tense 
and frustrated. The “careless" children 
were the most dominant and assertive. 
The “unsafe” appeared to be more mild 
and submissive, but were more likely to 
evade rules when it appeared to serve 
their purpose. 
5. 2 rue-according to University of 
Southern California studies, which sur­ 
veyed hundreds of young women via 
confidential 
questionnaires. 
It 
was 
found that there was a strong relation­ 
ship between delinquent behavior and 
a poor relationship with the father—the 
more negatively a daughter regarded 
her father, the more likely she was to 
go astray. 
6. True—as shown by the findings of an 
extensive study of young runaways 
conducted by the University of Michi­ 
gan's Institute for Social Research. 
According to the study, 70 percent of 
runaways ended up in the house of a 
friend or a relative. Only 13 percent 
went ”on the road” and left their city 
or community. The runaway urge is 
most likely to hit a youngster 
at ages 15 and 16.
